feeble-mindedness, “to further certify | 


idiocy, imbecility, 


to the court whether, in his opinion, 


such person is the probable potential | 
parent of mentally incompetent or so- 
cially inadequate offspring likewise | 


afflicted.” 

If the court shall find that such per- 
son is feeble-minded and should be 
committed to the custody of an insti- 
tution, the act says, “it shall further 
find whether the welfare of society 


and of such feeble-minded person will 


be promoted by his or her sexual 
sterilization, the finding of the court 
being either that sexual sterilization 
is unnecessary or that the best in- 
terest of society and of such feeble- 
minded person will be served by his 
or her sexual sterilization.” In the 
latter instance, the act provides, “the 
court, as a part of the judgment and 
decree committing such a feeble- 
minded person to such institution,” 
shall authorize the superintendent to 
have performed upon the feeble-mind- 


ed person an operation or treatment 
having sure sterilizing: results. | 


Provision for Appeal 

The act makes provision for an ap- 
peal from the findings and judgment 
of the court, and the operation is not 
to be performed less than thirty days 
after the feeble-minded person is re- 
ceived at the imstitution. 

“The provision of this act,” it is set 
forth, “shall not be constreed as con- 
flicting with or superseding the pro- 
vision of the act approved March 11, 
1927, 
the Sexual Sterilization of Inmates of 
State Institutions in Certain Cases,’ 
which shall remain in full force and 
effect, but are intended as a separate 
and additional method of procedure.” 

A bill authorizing sterilization as 


an additional penalty for certain 


crimes failed of passage, and consid- 
eration of it was “indefinitely ppst- 


poned” by vote of the Legislature.
